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Search and Rescue Team 
celebrates 40th anniversary

This month the Sierra Madre Search and Resuce 
Team is celebrating 40 years of voluntary service to 
the community, state, and nation. More than 50 
team members, past and present, will be gathering at 
the Mater Dolorosa Retreat Center on October 28 to 
reminisce, swapping stories true and not-so-true. 
The guest speaker will be John W. Robinson, the 
well-known author and San Gabriel Mountains 
historian. 

The team, known in its early years as the Sierra 
Madre Search and Rescue Crew, was founded in 
August, 1951, by Sierra Madre residents Larry 
Shepherd and Fred LaLone, Earl LaLone, Robert 
LaLone, Don Jackson, Bill Wark, John Grippi, 
Boyd Keith, Charles Kassler, Jim Heasley, Vint 
Hoegee, George Black, Howard Miller, Bill Evans, 
Roland Gutherz, Bill Wolfson, Bill Adams, Ralph 
Shangraw, Henry Nuetzel, A1 Wingate, Hubert Her¬ 
rick, and Ed Wodrich. 

The LaLones had already been called on to lead a 
number of searches and rescues in the mountains 
above Sierra Madre because of their extensive 
knowledge of the backcountry area. But a search for 
a missing boy in August, 1951, convinced the local 
men that better organization was needed. 

On an August Sunday afternoon, Walter 
Weirich, a young teenager from Altadena, disap- 
pered while hiking in Bailey Canyon. The next mor¬ 
ning, a search was started by his parents, relatives 
and friends from Altadena, deputies from the Los 
Angeles Sheriff’s Department, and the Sheriff’s 
^Mounted Posse. 


By Tuesday afternoon, Walter had still not been 
found. Larry Shepherd and Fred LaLone then went 
to help. They had to argue with Sheriff’s deputies to 
get into the canyon. Searching in areas previous 
searchers had missed, they found the boy’s tracks near 
the Old Indian Trail as darkness fell. They marked 
the location and reported it to the command post so 
that deputies could pick up the search Wednesday 
morning. 

Partly disregarding the Sierra Madre men’s instuc- 
tions, deputies nevertheless did manage to find 
Walter on Wednesday, 50 feet from Indian Trail. 
He was severely dehydrated and near death. It was 
apparent to Shepherd and LaLone that experienced 
and properly equipped personnel, familiar with the

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Salute to Search and Rescue Team 
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S & R trivia

; Currently, there are 26 
' active members on the 
• Sierra Madre Search and 
•< Rescue Team, of which 
; seven are trainees. Past 
' team records show that 
since the early 1950s team 
membership has always 
been around 25. But 
keeping up to this num¬ 
ber has never been easy. 

Members must live and 
work within 20 minutes 
of Sierra Madre in order 
to respond effectively. 

They must have an 
understanding employer 
who will let them leave 
in the middle of the day 
or tolerate occasional 
absences from work of 
several days or more for 
extended search opera¬ 
tions. 

They must be willing 
to spend upwards of 800 
hours or more a year on 
operations, trainings, 
and support work. 

Willingness and sup¬ 
port of their families is 
likewise essential. 

Prospective members 
must pass rigorous back¬ 
ground and physical 
- checks by the Sheriff’s 
Department. 

They must buy and 
maintain all their per- 
t sonal mountaineering 
equipment, about $3000 
worth. So literally, many 
come, but few are chosen. 

And yet there are 
several members who are 
still active after 20 years 
or more: Miner Hark- 
ness, Larry Twedell, Phil 
Lester and Lin Kroll. 

The team now oper¬ 
ates out of two widely- 
spaced facilities in Sierra 
Madre. Monthly meet¬ 
ings and classroom train¬ 
ings are held in the base¬ 
ment of the Sierra Madre 
City Hall, known to the 
team as the Rescue Room. 
There are also separate 
rooms in the basement 


for an operations com¬ 
mand post, an office, 
rescue equipment storage, 
a radio maintenance 
workshop, and audio¬ 
visual equipment storage. 

The team trucks are 
kept in Los Angeles 
County Fire Station 108 
at the corner of Grand¬ 
view and Stonehouse 
Avenues. 

In 1975, the County 
Fire Department moved 
all of its personnel and 
equipment out of this 
station and has allowed 
the Rescue Team to use 
it ever since. The team 
in turn furnishes the 
maintenance and security 
for this valuable county 
asset. The station pro¬ 
vides the team inside 
parking for the expensively- 
equipped rescue trucks, 
off-street parking for per¬ 
sonal vehicles during 
operations, storage space 
for operationally ready 
equipment, an office, a 
physical-conditioning 
room, and a place for 
team members to clean 
up ater operations. 

This year, the County 
Fire Department has de¬ 
cided to transfer Station 
108 back to the county 
for use by another county 
agency or for outright 
sale. It is not certain 
at this time when or how 
this will take place. But 
the rescue team intends 
to make lease or purchase 
of this facility by the 
team its highest priority. 
Size, layout, and loca¬ 
tion has made Station 108 
an ideal operational base 
for our Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue Team. 

Easy access and prox¬ 
imity to a huge popula¬ 
tion center results in vast 
numbers of people visit¬ 
ing wilderness areas in 
the San Gabriel moun¬ 
tains year ’round.

front seat next to “Shorty” 
who almost always drove 
the fire wagon. It was 
an entertaining sight to 
see the regal bearing the 
dog displayed. No jump¬ 
ing around or barking, 
as you might expect. He 
was on his way to a fire 
in style and dignity. He 
was a very good-natured 
dog, and so was my Ger¬ 
man Shepherd, Von, but 
they were both fighters 


and they tangled once. 
No harm done. These 
two dogs were at that 
time probably two of the 
best-known dogs in town. 
I had trained mine and 
he had appeared on the 
stage three times, once 
in a high school one 
act play in which I played 
a part. (The dog stole 
the show.) 

I have taken the liberty 
to interject my dog into 
this article because of the 
ironic and tragic ending 
of this story. In 1934 
their obituaries appeared 
together, pictures and all, 
in the Sierra Madre 
News. They both died 
of poisoning, two days 
apart. 

Now, there is a very 
strange unsolved mystery 
about Bruce, but that’s 
another story.

More about CRA... 

A Coordinator for the CRA was hired, 
it being his job to create the CRA District 
and to make the necessary applications to the 
State and to set up the working order and meet¬ 
ings of the Sierra Madre Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency. The project was to be known as 
Project Number One for the building of a Police 
and Fire facility. 

As true as I sit here at this typewriter 
this is the way it worked. First the govern¬ 
ing body of the city decided upon what they 
wanted to construct or reconstruct and design¬ 
ated it Project No. One. Next, it was necessary 
to set the CRA District boundaries. They 
haven’t been changed since established: Lima 
Street on the west. Sierra Vista Park or City 
boundary on the east and the alleyway behind 
Sierra Madre Boulevard on both north and 
south sides. 

At the forming of the district, all dwellings, 
businesses and vacant land had their assessed 
valuation and taxes paid at that time frozen. 
From this time on or until the CRA District 
was dissolved this valuation and taxes only 
went to the authorized taxing agencies: city, 
schools, county, water and lighting districts and 
so forth. Any increase in the taxes collected 
due to increases in valuation or new construc¬ 
tion was placed in a separate account known as 


the CRA Fund and this was the money used 
to pay for the improvements. Absolutely no 
increase in taxes was levied for the new construc¬ 
tion. 

As one should remember. Proposition L3-, 
called for a 2 percent increase in property 
valuatons each year. This was the amount^ 
collected and deposited to the CRA Fund, 
no time has any special assessment or additional 
tax money been called for in the building of 
our Police, and Fire Station or City Hall. 

The Ad Hoc Committee, consisting of seven 
members, met regularly to iron out the various 
problems that came before the Council. Then 
the final report for approval was given the 
Council. One minority report was presented to 
the CRA Board for their consideration. As we 
all know, the CRA Board approved Project 
One as the Police and Fire Station. Later 
on it was advised that they could also set Pro¬ 
ject No. Two, which was the building of the 
City Hall. It seemed appropriate that the three 
facilities be in the same location and there 
they are today at 242 West Sierra Madre 
Boulevard, adjacent to Memorial Park, for the 
use and protection of the citizens of our city. 

Although I do not know for certain, I 
believe that the bonds for the three facilities 
were 15-year bonds. If this be true they should 
be mighty near being paid.

San Gabriel Valley consumers are enthusiastic about high-efficiency furnaces and 
heat pumps like never before, yet most consumers end up wasting much of their invest¬ 
ment due to negligence. 

The problem, according to Gordon Caldwell of independent Lennox dealership G-E-M 
PLUMBING, INC., lies in what homeowners do after the unit is installed. 

In most cases, it’s nothing. 

“Consumers generally don’t realize they play a vital role in making sure their heating 
systems operate at peak performance to maximize home comfort and money savings’’, 
said Caldwell. 

Ignoring even the newest, most advanced heating system can lead to trouble, he 
noted. A neglected furnace or heat pump may run less efficiently, causing it to work 
longer—and harder. Energy costs creep higher month by month. 

“Worst of all,” Caldwell added, “you may be unknowingly setting yourself up tor ex¬ 
tensive and expensive equipment repair or replacement in the future.” His advice: 
Although it’s best if a qualified serviceperson handles major maintenance tasks on a fur¬ 
nace or heat pump, there are a few procedures homeowners can do themselves at the 
beginning of each heating season.

NOTE: BEFORE PERFORMING ANY MAINTENANCE,BE SURE TO TURN OFF THE POWER 
TO THE UNIT AND WAIT FOR THE BLOWER TO STOP! 

‘Occasionally check safety controls to ensure they are set and operating correctly. 

‘Check filters monthly. Dirty filters can cause equipment to work harder, resulting in 
energy waste and possible internal damage. 

‘Occasionally check flue pipe and chimney connections tor tightness, blockage or 
loose connections. 

‘Visually inspect the combustion area before each heating season. Accumulation of 
dirt and soot can result in low-efficiency. 

‘Check into low-cost preventive maintenance. Most contractors, such as independent 
Lennox dealerships, offer some type of maintenance service inducement at least twice 
yearly.

Christians sometimes 
misunderstand the word 
of Jesus that says, “If 
anyone strikes you on the 
right cheek, turn to him 
the other cheek also.” 
They may think this means 
that Christians are ex¬ 
pected to passively endure 
all manner of offense. 
But this is not the mean¬ 
ing behind the verse. 

Look at the Biblical 
context (Matthew 5.38- 
42): Jesus also says that 
if someone requires your 
coat, then give him your 
cloak as well; and if some¬ 
one forces you to go one 
mile with him, then also 
go a second mile. 

The key here is the 
number 2 - two garments, 
two miles and two cheeks. 
That is all the cheeks we 
have to turn. If one 
does not strike back 
immediately following 
being struck the first time, 
then further violence 
may be avoided. It 
breaks the cycle of re¬ 
venge. 

In Rabbinical teaching 


there is a concept known 
as “building fences 
around the law.” Let us 
say that the law is “Thou 
shall not kill,” the sixth 
of the Ten Command¬ 
ments. How do you help 
someone to obey this 
commandment? Oneway 
is to threaten punish¬ 
ment by death for the 
one who kills another. A 
more gentle way is to help 
that person avoid the 
cycle of revenge, by en¬ 
couraging the “second 
cheek” policy. 

This is the meaning 
behind the teaching of 
Jesus. It does not mean 
that Christians are sup¬ 
posed to be pushovers. 
It means that if struck 
once, a Christian should 
restrain the impulse for 
revenge. But if he or she 
is struck twice, a Christ¬ 
ian should act decisively 
to prevent a third strike 
from taking place. Meek¬ 
ness must not be con¬ 
fused with weakness. 

Christians are power¬ 
ful people. Come wor¬ 
ship with us this Sunday 
and meet them!

Paris - a city so revered 
that a nation surrendered 
rather than let it be des¬ 
troyed, but fought on in 
a never-ending under¬ 
ground war to preserve 
it and the traditions it 
epitomizes. 

We had sampled the 
Place de la Concorde, the 
Champs-Elysees, the Arc 
de Triomphe, Pigalle, 
Montmarte and the Sacre 
Couer, the Moulin Rouge 
and Notre Dame. 


Another tour took us 
past the Medicis Luxem¬ 
burg Palace, with its 
famed gardens, the equal¬ 
ly impressive Observa¬ 
tory Gardens, the Pan¬ 
theon, University of 
Paris, Sulspice Church 
and on the Left Bank, 
where several students 
happily shook their fists 
at our bourgeois busload 
of tourists, and finally 
ended with the Petit Arc 
de Triomphe. 


During lunch we re¬ 
viewed our tour collage, 
savoring the romantic 
names and choosing 
those for more leisurely 
acquaintance. 

The afternoon was de¬ 
voted to the Eiffel Tower 
with its 948-foot lofty 
view of Paris, and the 
nearby Invalides. Napo¬ 
leon’s Tomb provided a 
strange, almost disturb¬ 
ing contrast to the rest 
of Paris. The Museum 


of the Army offered 
enough cannons to satisfy 
the most militant wea¬ 
pons buff. Even the 
shrubbery was trimmed 
to the shapes of bullets. 

We took the metro back 
to our hotel and my hus¬ 
band, gaining confidence 
in his high school French, 
insisted on trying our 
third, and last recommen¬ 
dation from ex-Parisians 
for gourmet dining. True 
to tradition, only French 
was spoken. My choice 
of frog’s legs was 
abandoned when the 
waiter hopped and croak¬ 
ed madly in an exem¬ 
plary attempt to edify. 
Our son and I opted for 
ros bif. My husband 
grandly ordered pied du 
pore and his chagrin was 
amplified by our amuse¬ 
ment when pig’s feet - not 
exactly a favorite - ap¬ 
peared. Like Napoleon, 
he took defeat with diffi¬ 
culty. 

Another tour took us 
to Versailles, where a 
viat to Marie Antoinette’s 


chambers revealed why 
she said, “Let them eat 
cake,” when told the 
peasants were starving 
from lack of bread. Her 
surroundings were like 
spun-sugar confections, 
a pink and blue and gold- 
gilt world of dreams. 
The gardens, with their 
hundreds of fountains, 
statues and plant “tap¬ 
estries,” comprised a- 
nother dream world. 

The following day we 
spent some five hours 
touring the Louvre, pay¬ 
ing our respects to the 
Venus de Milo, Winged 
Victory and the Mona 
Lisa. 

The highlight of Paris, 
for US, came at the end 
of our visit: Sainte 
Chapelle, built in 1247 
by St. Louis as a shrine 
for Christ’s Crown of 
Thorns. Surrounded by 
the massive Palais de 
Justice and dwarfed by 
Notre Dame, the small

organization. They were now required to take law 
enforcement training and become sworn deputies. 
The Sierra Madre team, alone of those in the county, 
refu.sed to go along with this, suspecting that they 
would now be called on for emergency law enforce¬ 
ment work. 

The team became part of the Los Angeles County 
Fire Department, a friendly and valuable relation¬ 
ship that lasted until 1973. But the team was called 
to few, if any, operations in the mountains of Los 
Angeles County outside the incorporated areas of 
Sierra Madre, Arcadia, and Monrovia. The team did 
have plenty to do though in other areas around the 
state and in Mexico. 

In 1973, the Los Angeles County Board of Super¬ 
visors ordered the Sheriff’s Department to work out 
a mutually agreeable arrangement with the team for 
it to once again operate as part of the Sheriff’s 
Department. This was done. Team members became 
Civilian Volunteers, not Reserve Deputiers, and as 
such were not required to take the training program, 
now up to over 140 hours of classroom time, at the 
Sheriff’s Academy. The team Has been operating^ 
more or less amicably as volunteers in the Sheriff‘S 
Temple station ever since.

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Baldwin - man of talents; 
hotel and land connoisseur

In Sierra Madre News 
Editor Jail Reed’s “Un¬ 
der the Pepper Tree” 
column of Sept. 5, she 
mentioned “l.ucky” Bald¬ 
win’s hotels, “The Bald¬ 
win” and the “Tallac 
Hotel” at Lake Tahoe. 
Not many people realize 
that all his life, and from 
a very young age, Elias 
Jackson “Lucky” Bald- 
w in was a hotel owner. 

Baldwin grew up in 
Indiana, not far from 
South Bend, and when 

he was only 18 eloped 
with the pretty neighbor’s 
daughter, Sarah Ann 
Unruh (he lied about his 
age). They soon owned 
hotels at different times 
in Valparaiso, New Buf¬ 
falo and later a hotel in 
Racine, Wisconsin, called 
the “Racine House.” 
1 he “Racine House” 
made money but with 
reports of all the golden 
opportunities in Cali¬ 
fornia and life easily be¬ 
coming monotonous for 
Baldwin, they sold the 
hotel in 1853. With their 
young daughter, Clara, 
almost 6, they made the 
trek to California and 
eventually settled in San 
Francisco. 

Staying in a hotel, 
Baldwin, thrifty soul 
that he was, became irked 
at how much it was cost¬ 
ing them to do that. 
B> engineering a sharp 
deal w ith the hotel owner 
{typical Baldwin) he 
soon became the owner 
himself paying $5000 
cash. In 30 days he had 
improved the place to 
such an extent that he 
was able to sell out for 


a net profit of $5000. 

Over the years Baldwin 
found several ways to 
make money but made 
the bulk of his fortune, 
$5 million, by having 
stock in the silver mines 
of the Comstock Lode 
of Nevada. With a por¬ 
tion of this money he 
built his magnificent Bald¬ 
win Hotel, his pride and 
monument, in 1877, on 
virgin ground in San 
Francisco at the corner 
of Market and Powell 
Streets. 

No expense was spared 
to build this six-story 
structure and furnishing 
it. There was also a 
theatre where theatrical 
greats of the day per¬ 
formed and some also 
were often guests at his 
Queen Anne Cottage, 
now part of the Arbor¬ 
etum in Arcadia. The 
“Baldwin Hotel” cost 
$3 million with part of 
the expense going to make 
it “fireproof.” How¬ 
ever, in 1898, at a time 
when Baldwin had let 
the hotel’s insurance 
lapse on this “fireprooP’ 
building, a fire started in 
the kitchen, quickly pro¬ 
gressed up the stair¬ 
wells making the build¬ 
ing a total loss and los¬ 
ing three people who 
died in the fire. 

Much of the time Bald¬ 
win had leased the hotel 
as he often did with the 
hotels he owned but it 
had proved to be noth¬ 
ing but a financial drain 
for him. 

The Tallac Hotel built 
at Tahoe in 1879 at first 
failed to pay expenses. 
But after he leased it. 


then it immediately be¬ 
gan to pay and helped 
him for a while finan¬ 
cially. Historian Jack 
McCaskill has a large 
collection of photos and 
memorabilia about the 
resort, and Tallac Knoll, 
a hill at the Arboretum, 
is named for it. Also, 
all his life Baldwin was 
a great conservationist 
and is credited with sav¬ 
ing large stands of pine 
trees in that Tahoe area 
from being cut down. 

Baldwin’s second 
daughter, Anita, who 
owned “Anoakia,” the 
estate located in Arcadia 
just below us, enjoyed 
staying at Tallac and did 
so quite often after her 
father’s death. 

When Baldwin owned 
it, illegal gambling went 
on there but someone 
from Carson City, the 
county seat, would al¬ 
ways inform Baldwin if 
the sheriff was on his 
way. 

Baldwin came to South¬ 
ern California to see a 
gold mine he had ac¬ 
quired and located in 
Bear Valley in the San 
Bernadino Mountains. 
It was 1875. As he 
drove in a horse and bug¬ 
gy from Los Angeles 
across the land to get 
up to his mine, he saw 
Rancho Santa Anita for 
the first time and is 
quoted as saying, “By gad, 
this is paradise!” 

He soon bought the 
ranch (the heart of which 
later became the Arbore¬ 
tum) and paid $200,000 
cash for what was then 
a little over 8000 acres. 
He proceeded to turn the 
ranch into one of the 


finest producing places 
agriculturally of its kind 
in the country. 

Then in 1887, during a 
Southern California 
land boom, and to help 
promote land he was de¬ 
veloping in what later be¬ 
came Arcadia, he built 
the Hotel Oakwood at 
the corner of 1st Ave. 
and Santa Clara, near 
the Santa Fe R.R. tracks. 
After Baldwin’s death 
(he died in 1909), the Oak- 
wood burned in 1911, on 
a day that a new Sunday 
saloon closing ordinance 
went into effect. Arca¬ 
dia, not the most whole¬ 
some place back then, 
had many saloons, and 
the fire was suspicious. 

The hotel business, 
though, was something 
Baldwin knew and en¬ 
joyed. Times back then 
were not always finan¬ 
cially in his favor for 
his hotels to be pro¬ 
fitable. 

Baldwin and Sarah 
divorced after 16 yers. 
They just drifted apart 
and it was difficult for 
them to take the loss of 
two babies who died 
shortly after birth. Bald¬ 
win and Sarah are buried 
together in the family 
mausoleum in San Mateo’s 
Cypress Lawn Cemetery. 

He had a brief second 
marriage which also 
ended in divorce and 
with a divorce settle¬ 
ment in which this wife 
number 2 received a cool 
$1 million and the Bald¬ 
win mansion on Geary 
St. in San Francisco. 

His third wife was the 
beautiful Jennie Dexter, 
16, when he met her in

Mama Judy teaches English 
to Chinese teachers in China 


She started out being 
Mrs. Judy, but after a 
short time at the Hunan 
Educational Institute in 
Changsha, China, Judy 
Gabelman became known 
affectionately as Mama 
Judy to her students 
who came from all over 
the Hunan province to 
learn how to teach English. 

For six weeks this 
summer, Gabelman, a 
fourth grade teacher at 
Highland Oaks Elemen¬ 
tary School, was teacher 
to 16 Chinese teachers in 
a program sponsored by 
the English Language 
Institute-China. 

“I went there to teach 
English, and I came home 
with a family, a relation¬ 
ship (with her students) 
that I never expected. 
They are so easy to love, 
to get to know.” As 
Mama Judy, she also 
inherited eight grand¬ 
children, children of her 
students. 

For most of the 200 
Chinese teachers/students, 
the 17 English teachers 
were their first contact 
with Americans as the 
Hunan Province is not 


known as a tourist area, 
explained Gabelman. 
They had learned English, 
however, because they 
had been taught by a 
British organization, 
the Chinese speak English 
with a British accent. 
“That was quite amusing,’’ 
said Gabelman. It is 
interesting to note, added 
this teacher, that English 
is a required subject 
for junior high students 
and for those in high 
school who plan on go¬ 
ing to college. This re¬ 
quirement creates a great 
need for English teachers. 

Through her experience, 
Gabelman learned a lot 
about the Chinese cul¬ 
ture, which she figures 
will help her better 

understand those students 
from mainland China 
which she has in her 
Arcadia classroom. 

She found that every¬ 
body works, but they have 
no money. Women work 
until they are 55, then 
they “retire” to raise their 
children’s children. She 
found that farmers work¬ 
ed fields of one eighth 
an acre, with the govern¬ 


ment taking most of the 
crop and leaving a small 
portion to be sold at mar¬ 
ket. 

The American teach¬ 
ers who took part in 
the Fifth English Sum¬ 
mer Conference also had 
a three-day, “whirl-wind” 
tour of Bejing, .saw cloi¬ 
sonne, embroidery and 
galosh factories as well 
as the Great Wall, For¬ 
bidden City and the Mao 
museum and birthplace. 

Before their 16-hour 
plane ride back to the 
United States, they took 
a 26-hour train ride from 
Changsha to Bejing. 

Transportation, or the 
lack of it, was one of 
the things which empha¬ 
sized the poverty in China, 
Gabelman noted, point¬ 
ing out that most of her 
students had never even 
been in a car. There 
were lots of bicycles, and 
a taxi was a moped with 
seats behind the driver. 

In spite of the hard¬ 
ships, Gabelman realized 
that the Chinese feel a 
real love for their country. 
Now 17 teachers are shar¬ 
ing their love with 
yet another member of 
their family. Mama Judy.
